ORDERED FOR BUSINESS HERE 


WMC Uses Drastic Measure in Effort to 
Shift 15,000 Workers to War Work 
From Less Essential Industry. 


Ceilings for male labor in all 
types of business in St. Louis were 
ordered today by the War Man- 
power Commission in a_ drastic 
move aimed at shifting 15,000 ur- 
gently needed workers into war 
production from less essential in- 
dustries. 

In less essential establishments, 
the ceiling on male, workers will 
be the number employed as of 
yesterday. In essential establish- 
ments, the ceiling will be the 
number employed as of Jan. 25. 

No firm may exceed these ceil- 
ings, on penalty of cancellation 
of priorities on materials and pos- 
sible loss of power and fuel. 

An inventory of manpower in 
less essential plants and of man- 
power needs in essential plants 
will get under way at once, and 
this will form the basis for deter- 


mining which less essential estab- 
lishments can stand lower ceilings 
which must be imposed in order 
to staff high-priority war plants. 


Readjustments in ceilings will 
be made as necessity dictates, it 
was announced by T. L. Gaukel, 
area WMC director. Labor un- 
ions aad employer organizations 
will assist in working out the ceil- 
ing program, which is being ap- 
plied here tor the first time, but 
which already has proved effec- 
tive in other industrial areas with 
acute man-power shortages. 

The manpower ceilings are be- 
ing placed in eff.ct throughout 
the Ninth Region, which comprises 
Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma. An arrangement for

J. C. Meacham, manager of the 
Statler Hotel and president of the 
St. Louis Hotel Association, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
hotelmen would take up the re- 
quest at their meeting next Thurs- 
day, but, he added, “I am sure we 
will co-operate to the fullest ex- 
tent.” 

Building Owners to Meet. 

. The Building Owners’ and Man- 
agers’ Association of St. Louis will 
consider the request tonight, Ar- 
thur A. Holthaus, executive secre- 
tary, said. He added, “We are 
committed by resolution to do 
everything we can to advance the 
war effort, so we will do just that 
even to reducing temperatures in 
our buildings.” 

A spokesman for Union Electric 
Co., which supplies steam for 
some 500 public buildings and 
apartment houses in St. Louis, 
said the company has no plans at 
present for reducing the amount 
of steam supplied their customers 
and probably would not reduce 
the amount unless directed to do 
s0 by Government order. 

“It seems to me,” the spokesman 
said, “that policing the use of 
steam should not be part of the 
utility’s duty, but should fall upon 
the consumer, who can regulate 
the heat of his office, home or 
building by a thermostat. If peo- 
ple reduce their heat to 68 degrees 
we would use less coal.”

Statement of Principles.

Secretary of War Stimson dis- 
closed today that Army casualties 
have reached 564,351, exclusive of 
losses suffered in the German 
counteroffensive launched Dec. 16 
on the Western front. 

The Army’s total, coupled with 
the latest Navy figure of 82,029, 
pushed over-all casualties to 646,- 
380 since Pearl Harbor, an in- 
crease of 8241, including 3070 
killed, since last week’s report. Of 


the increase, the Army’s casualties 
accounted for 7999 and the Navy’s 
242. ; o 
Stimson, announcing the casual- 
ties at his press conference, said 
his report covered the figures com- 
piled in Washington through Dec. 
29 but actually reflected casual- 
ties two or three weeks earlier. He 
said, however, that he expected to 
have next week a report on casual- 
ties from the German counterof- 
fensive. 
Explanation-by Stimson. 
Stimson said no casualty figures 
had been omitted, adding that the 
War Department simply had not 
considered it wise in view of the 
situation on the Western front to 
require a compilation of a special 
set of casualty figures in advance 
of the normal time. He explained 
that the department regularly an- 
nounces about the middle of every 
month the losses in the European 
theater in the preceding month, 
The Army’s latest report on 
killed, wounded, missing and pris- 
oners-of-war and comparable fig- 
ures last week follow:

PARIS, Jan. 11 (AP).—Field 
Marshal Karl von  Rundstedt 
quickened his orderly withdrawal 
of infantry from the western tip 
of the Belgiam bulge today after 
pulling back his armor, and Brit- 
ish patrols advanced as much as 
10 miles. 

The British met no opposition, 
but they were impeded by thick 
mine fields and deep snow. Ad- 
vance elements reached the vicin- 
ity of Champlon, on the north- 
south road between Laroche and 
St. Hubert. The British main body 
was four miles behind the patrols, 
which were almost through the 
difficult Freys forest. 

Laroche was captured by Allied 
patrols who found thé road center 
on the northwest side cf the Ger- 
man salient only lightly held. The 
cruelest enemy for both sides was 
the continuing blizzard and near 
zero temperatures. 

“ATthouch’ both the

the bulge and the Third Army on 
the south made new gains there 
was nothing to indicate that the 
Germans were in any immediate 
danger or that they would be un- 
able to continue their orderly re- 
tirement, probably to a line from 
Vielsalm to Houffalize to the area 
of Bastogne. 

The Third Army attacked the 
German pocket southeast of Bas- 
togne fram three sides and in 11 
hours cleaned out half the area. 
Resistance in the remainder was 
giving way rapidly. At the start 
the pocket was about five miles 
deep and four wide. It had con- 
stituted a threat to the Third 
Army salient north of Bastogne. 

The Sixth ‘Armored Division at- 
tacked the pocket from the west 
and chased “a German column 
down the highway toward Wiltz 
where it came into direct artillery 
fire of a division attacking from 
the south. Attacking from the 
southwest, the Thirty-fifth Infan- 
try Division and elements of oth- 
ers captured three towns. Both the 
Sixth Armored and Thirty-fifth 
Infantry contain considerable 
numbers of Missourians.

I shall be most hap- 
py to see you, and if there are any 
errands here that: can be per- 
formed for you either before or 
after I am out of a job as United 
States Senator, I will be glad to 
do it.”

OF GERMAN ORIGIN TO WORK 


Men and Women Who Accepted 
Reich Citizenship Must Rebuild 
Destroyed Areas. 
BUCHAREST, Jan. 10 (Delayed) 
(AP)—Work battalions of men and 
women of German origin, ranging 
in ages from 18 to 45, are planned 
by the Council of Ministers for the 
reconstruction of destroyed areas

Gulf, Jan. 11 (AP).—Japan’s. air 
force in the Philippines has been 
crushed, its Navy beaten, so last 
night the enemy called out his 
swimming team. 

The waters of Linyagen Gulf are 


still crowded with the greatest 
Pacific invasion convoy—fully 2,- 
500,000 tons of United States‘ com- 
bat and assault shipping—manned 
by more than 50,000 sailors. 

Against this force, 12 little Japa- 
nese swimmers with explosives 
paddled into the transport area. 
They were found in the morning 
still floating around, some of them 
shoving boxes containing TNT. 
They attempted to duck under 
them when detected. Two were 
picked up, and when taken into a 
small boat tried to blow it up with 
hand grenades. Others were shot 
in the water as they resumed cap- 
ture, 

Other Japanese, a three small 
boats carrying explosives, stole 
into the area and attacked several 
ships. Damage was negligible and 
more costly to the raiders them- 
selves than to their floating target. 

The Japanese, some in the slow 
boats and others swimming with 
their heads hidden under boxes, 
also used hand-made torpedoes, 
tiny bombs and even hand gre- 
nades. Some of the torpedoes were 
made out of oil cans filled with 
explosives which the Japahese 
pushed ahead of them at the end 
of a long pole. Most of the Japa- 
nese were blown up with their 
bombs, 


Two Japanese swimmers at- 
tempted to sink a destroyer by ty- 
ing some grenades onto the fan- 
tail.

Lt. Gen. Herbert Lums- 
den Had Been Church- 
ill’s Agent with Mac- 
Arthur Since 1943. 


LONDON, Jan. 11 (AP). — The 
British War Office announced to- 


day that Lt. Gen Herbert Lums- 
den had been killed by a Japanese 
air attack Jan. 6 while aboard an 
American warship in the Pacific. 

Lumsden, appointed by Prime 
Minister Churchill as his special 
representative to Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur’s headquarters in No- 
vember, 1943, presumably was 
killed during the invasion of Lu- 
zon Island in the Philippines when 
Japanese. planes heavily attacked 
the American convoy. 

Lumsden formerly was a corp 
commander in the British Eighth 
Army in Africa. 

The announcement said: 

“The War Office announces with 
deep regret the death in action of 
Lt. Gen. Herbert Lumsden, D. 
S. O., M. C., who was killed by 
enemy air action Jan. 6 while on 
the bridge of one of the United 
States warships engaged in the 
Pacific. 

“In a message to the Prime Min- 
ister, Gen. MacArthur, under 
whom Gen. Lumsden was serving, 
says: 

“Tt is superfluous for me to 
speak of the complete courage 
which this officer so frequently 
displayed in my immediate pres- 
ence during the operations in this 
theater during the last year. His 
general service and usefulness to 
the Allied cause was beyond praise 
and his loss has caused deepest 
sorrow through all ranks. My own 
personal sorrow is inexpressible.’” 

Lumsden was 48 years old. He 
commanded the Twelfth Royal 
Lancers which won fame for rear- 
guard fighting during the retreat 
to Dunkerque,

Adm. Byrd Decorated by F. D. R. 
For Finding Pacific Airfield Sites

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP).— 
For finding Pacific airfield sites 
that will cut future air travel 
time, R. Adm. Richard E. Byrd, 


retired, today received the Legion 
of Merit Medal from President 
Roosevelt, 

Roosevelt himself disclosed the 
nature of Byrd's “outstanding serv- 
ices.” 

Previously it had been an- 
nounced only that the Arctic and 
Antarctic explorer had been on 
aviation duty with the Comman- 
der in Chief of the United States 
Fleet and that he would return 
soon to the Pacific. 

In awarding the medal at a 
White House ceremony, the Pres- 
ident, addressing a small group, 
told how Byrd in 1943 took an 
old gunboat, went to the Pacific, 
and found out about all the islands 
there which might be used by the 
United States and others of the 


United Nations as airfields for 
future airplane travel. 

Addressing him as “Dick,” 
Roosevelt said Byrd had found a 
lot of things that this nation didn’t 
know about since the days of our 
ancestors, 

He did not specify any of the 
islands visited but said Byrd 
touched many of the places visit- 
ed by Commodore David Porter, 
who distinguished himself in that 
region in the War of 1812. 

The President pinned on the 
medal with the comment: “You 
certainly deserve it—it is one of 
the nicest medals we've got.” He 
then recalled having presented 
Byrd at Albany, N. Y., several 
years ago with the Governor's 
Medal for his Arctic explorations. 

Byrd accepted his newest honor 
with an informal, “Thank you, 
Franklin.”

coast with San Fabian as the focal 
point. One broadcast said Japa- 
nese ground forces are “engaging 
a considerable number of Ameri- 
can tanks.”)

NAZI TROOPS FROM NORWAY 
SENT TO ITALIAN FRONT 


ROME, Jan. 11 (AP).—Nazi 
troops shifted from Norway have 
been thrown into battle in Italy 
with orders from Hitler to hold 
the Reno River line in the Adriatic 
sector “at all costs,” German pris- 
oners, captured yesterday, said. 

Ten prisoners—all from the 
710th Division formerly assigned to 
coastal defense in Norway—were 
taken when Eighth Army units 
counterattacked an enemy patrol 
on the south bank of the Reno.

Other Thunder- 
bolts ranged far and wide behind 
the German lines bombing and 
strafing troops and smashing am- 
munition dumps. 

The German radio said that Ca- 
nadian troops had launched an at- 
tack against German positions in 
the area of Nijmegen in Holland. 

Supreme headquarters said yes- 
terday the Canadians had gained 
a mile in an area seven miles west 
of Kleve, northern anchor of the 
Siegfried line. 

The German broadcast reported 
the Canadian attack “broke down 
under concentrated German de- 
fensive fire.”

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MISSOURI HOUSE 
VOTES GAG RULE 
TO SQUELCH LAHEY 


But Champion for Lower 
Small-Loan Rates, Re- 
cord Votes by Commit- 
tees Isn’t Through.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 11.— 
Representative Raymond J, Lahey 
of St. Louis, who was the target 
of a vicious and artful, but unsuc- 
cessful, politicians’ plot in the last 
campaign, is being made the vic- 
tim of a legislative cabal, which 
has as its aim his destruction poli- 
tically and the arbitrary defeat of 
his every effort in the Legislature. 

Probably never in the history 
of Missouri Legislatures has there 
been such a determined effort to 
utterly destroy a member's influ- 
ence. 

Lahey has been guilty of acts 
which, in the minds of scheming 


lobbyists, intriguing politicians 
and designing legislators, consti- 
tute high political crimes. 
Throughout the last legislative 
session he conducted a determined 
compaign for the reduction of 
small-loan companies’ control of 


legislation. That was Crime No. 1. | 


and is the real cause of the bitter 
hatred which some of the politi- 
cians in the House have toward 
him. 

He fought last session for open 
committee meetings and the trans- 
action of public business publicly, 
instead of the secret committee 
meetings, in which the under- 
cover lobby works through legis- 
lative stooges to accomplish its 
ends. That was Crime No. 2. 

It was almost a lone fight, and 
he made no progress. He did not 
surrender, fighting until the last 
day of the session. 

Re-elected Despite Opposition. 

Because of this, the politicians 
scheduled him for defeat for re- 
nomination when he filed for the 
last November election. 

Notwithstanding the politicians 
and a considerable amount of 
money spent in his district to de- 
feat him, Lahey was renominated 
and re-elected. 

He renewed his fight when he 
returned to Jefferson’ City, but 
quickly found there had been a 
systematic campaign to poison the 
minds of new legislators against 
him. It has been a successful cam- 
paign, and Lahey again stands 
almost alone. 

A resolution for an investigation 
of the small-loan lobby which he | 
introduced Tuesday was voted 
down practically unanimously after 
a strong fight against him, led 
by House Republican leaders, Mur- 
ray E. Thompson, Speaker pro 
tem, and Randall R. Kitt, official 
Republican floor leader. 

New Rule to Gag Lahey. 

Knowing that Lahey will not 
quit in any movement he starts, 
the Rules Committee decided on a 
new House rule, under which La- 
hey and any other legislator whose 
efforts might interfere with the 
plans of the majority, could be 
effectually gagged. 

This rule provides that all reso- 
lutions introduced in the House 
should stand automatically  re- 
ferred to the Committee on Reso- 
lutions and Miscellaneous Busi- 
ness, a “graveyard” committee, 
which seldom, if ever, meets, un- 
lems referred by vote to another 
appropriate committee. Resolu- 
tions would not be printed in the 
Journal unless reported favorably 
by the committee, and while pend- 
ing in the committee the subject 
matter of a resolution could not be 
considered on the floor of the 
House. 

Rule’s Purpose No Secret. 

There was no concealment of 
the fact that the purpose of the 
rule was to prevent Lahey and 
other members of the minority 
from getting into the House rec- 
ord any matter objectionable to 
the majority. 

Lahey opposed the rule, offering 
a motion on the floor to strike it 
from the report of the Rules Com-

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For Postwar Program Appointed 


Mayor Asks New Group to Report by March 
15—Board of Estimate Approves 
$181,000 in Surveys. 


A new mass transportation com- 
mittee, to plan postwar changes in 
St. Louis street car and bus serv- 
ice, and to consider the possibility 


of constructing subways or elevat- 
ed lines, was appointed today by 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann. While 
a new program is not to be put 
into effect until after the war, the 
Mayor asked for immediate con- 
sideration of plans, and a prelim- 
inary report by March 15. 

The Mayor’s announcement was 
made soon after the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, of which 
he is a member, approved expen- 
diture of $181,000 for architectural] 
and engineering surveys and plans 
on eight postwar construction proj- 
ects provided for in the $43,527,000 
bond issue voted last August. The 
estimated cost of the eight proj- 
ects is $5,323,400. 

Members of the new mass trans- 
portation committee are John L. 
Wilson, president of the Public 
Service Co.; Carl Giessow, traffic 
director of the Chamber of Com- 
merce; R. E. Duffy, chief engineer 
of the State Public Service Com- 
mission; Milton M. Kinsey, presi- 
dent Board of Public Service; 
Director of 
Utilities; Arthur C. Meyers, Direc- 
tor of Streets and Sewers; I. A. 
Long, vice president Mercantile- 
Commerce Bank and Trust Co., 
and E. J. Russell, chairman City 
Plan Commission. 

On Becker’s Committee. 

Those named, except Wilson, 
were members of the technical ad- 
visory subcommittee of the origi- 
nal Metropolitan Mass Transporta- 
tion Committee, named by Mayor 
William Dee Becker early in 1942.

Lahey appeared to be completely 
squelched, but as a matter of fact 
he isn’t.

No 
member can be prevented from 
intreducing a bill, and every bill 
must be printed, and every bill 
must be reported by the commit- 
tee to which it is referred within 
20 days unless the House votes an 
extension of time.

STIMSON SAYS 
ARMY {3 STILL 
UNDERSTRENGTH 


Asserts Forces Probably 


Will Require All Able 


Year. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP).— 
War Secretary Stimson said to- 
day the Army, “when measured in 
terms of effectiveness,” is under- 
strength, He made the assertion 
at a press conference to explain 
the current call for an accelerated 
induction rate, The armed forces 


want 900,000 men by July 1. 

Col. Francis V. Keesling Jr., 
testifying for the Selective Serv- 
ice system in support of national 
service legislation, told the House 
Military Committee today that 
draft calls would be jumped to an 
average 132,000 men for each of 
the four months starting with 
March, January and February 
calls are for 112,000 men a month. 
Navy and Marine enlistments 
among youths under 18 are ex- 
pected to make up the 900,000 
grand total. 

The question of the Army’s need 
for additional men arose when re- 
porters asked Stimson if the 
Army was not already over- 
strength when its announced Ceil- 
ing of 7,700,000 men is considered. 

Replying in the negative, Stim- 
son asserted that, “measured in 
terms of effectiveness, the Army 
is understrength, not 
strengthened.” 

450,000 in Hospitals. 

He said there are approximately 
450,000 wounded and sick in Army 
hospitals now and that these men 
are ineffectives for purposes of 
conducting a war. In addition, 
the rotation policy leaves some 
85,000 men ineffective while they 
are in the process of moving in 
and but. he added. “The effective 
size of an army must be kept up 
to its ceiling,’ Stimson said. 

Adding that “it should be obvi- 
ous that the tempo of war” has 
increased, Stimson said the Ger- 
mans are not going to accept the 
inevitable end “without a fight to 
the finish.’ He said, too, that the 
war with Japan is running ahead 
of schedule. 

Men Below 30 Needed, 

“If the needs of the armies at 
the fronts are to be met,” Stimson 
said, ‘there seems to be no escape 
from calling/into the armed serv- 
ices during this year, substantially 
all physically qualified men below 
30 years of age from factory, farm 
and government, But when we do 
this the places of these young men 
will have to be taken by older 
men, women and younger men not 
acceptable for military service. 

“It is only too apparent that the 
assignment of military manpower 
in industry must be placed on an 
orderly, democratic, and above all, 
a sure basis. This is no time for 
piecemeal or makeshift legislation. 
The efficient method for utilizing 
this nation’s manpower through a 
national service act* will solve our 
manpower problems and give our 
enemies final assurance of their 
defeat.” 

Breakdown of Figure. 

Keesling told the House commit- 
tee the 750,000-odd draftees must 
be obtained from these groups: 
Youths becoming 18, 240,000; men 
now classified in 1-A and being 
processed for induction, 180,000; 
men now holding industrial and 
farm deferments and not over 38, 
330,000. 

He said the pool of men from 
which the 330,000 must be drawn 
consisted of 360,000 under 26 de- 
ferred for essential farm work; 
100,000 under 26 deferred for es- 
sentiality in industry, including 
60,000 now in the merchant ma-

Temperatures of 68 
degrees in homes and offices do 
not worry me from a health angle 
at all.

Dr. Bredeck explained that the 
humidity of St. Louis had nothing 
to do with the temperature main- 
tained indoors. From the stand- 
point of public health of infants 
_and elderly people, he said, lower 
temperatures would not be harm- 
ful, because in babies the body 
heat is well maintained and old 
people, from past experience, dress 
more warmly.

ARNOLD RECALLS 
CLEARING FIRM 
CITED BY LITTELL 


Former ‘Trust Buster’ De- 
nied in ’41 That Pref- 
erential Treatment Was 
Given. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP).— 
Thurman Arnold, onetime Justice 
Department “trust buster,” re- 
ferred yesterday to a three-year- 
old statement as representing his 
comment on the newest outbreak 
of the Attorney General Biddle- 
Norman Littell ccontroversy. 

The statement, issued by Arnold 
in September, 1941, when he was 
an Assistant Attorney General, de- 
nied that Sterling Products, Inc., 
of Wilmington, Del., had received 
preferential treatment in Ssettle- 
ment of the Government’s anti- 
trust case against it. 

Arnold, now an Appeals Court 
Judge, in a letter to Biddle said 
he did not consider it appropriate 
to discuss the case now. However, 
he called attention to the 1941 
statement, giving his reasons for 
the action he took in settling the 
case. The Department of Justice 
issued copies of the statement to 
the press yesterday, 


received preferential treatment, 
Arnold’s 1941 statement added: 


“In fact, Sterling Products co- 
operated with the Government in 
the beginning of the drug investi- 
gation six months ago by giving 
free access to its files, thus avoid- 
ing the necessity of bringing vol- 
uminouzs documents before the 
grand jury. 

“It also gave active assistance 
in permitting the Government to 


tie up funds which would other- 
wise have gone to German drug 
outlets in South America: under 
contracts made in 1926. The en- 
tire evidence which was the basis 
of the criminal information was 
furnished to the department vol- 
untarily by Sterling Products. 


“T might add that Mr. Littell 
had nothing to do with the case, 
or with any other antitrust case, 
while I was in charge of the anti- 
trust division,” Arnold wrote Bid- 
dle, 

Littell’s Charges. 

On Tuesday Littell, former As- 
sistant Attorney General in 
charge of the Justice Department 
lands division, said in a statement

LUZON JAPS CAN MAKE STRONG STAND

that we should not build up hopes of a quick and easy success 
because of the lack of Japanese ground opposition in the early hours 
of the landing: beach areas are not defended by lining up troops 
along the beach to be pounded into a bloody mess by naval gunfire.

views of members of the sub- 
committee - eie made known to 
the President and the Presi- 
dent’s views were made known 
to the subcommittee. 

“The discussions covered the 
entire field of foreign relations. 
Until the meeting of Roosevelt, 
Stalin and Churchill, I hope that 
there will be no resolutions pre-

As the subcommittee left the 
White House, Democratic Leader 
Barkley of Kentucky said: 

“We had an interesting discus- 
sion of the whole field of the in- 
ternational problem. That is as 
far as we can go—nothing on any 
detail or any phase of it. The 
whole subject still left undecided 
by Dumbarton Oaks was dis- 
cussed.” 

Senator White of Maine, the Re- 
publican floor leader, however, 
merely held up his hands when 
asked if he considered the meet- 
ing a satisfactory one. 


90-Minute Conference. 


The group remained with the 
President for an hour and a half. 

While the conference was under 
way, Senator Wiley (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, asserted in a Senate speech 
that European nations should 
compose their differences if they 
wish to prevent “a tidal wave of 
new isolationism” in this country. 

Wiley, a new member of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
said: “It is not we who covet ter- 
ritory, It is not we who seek to 
maintain in continued subjugation 
colonial peoples or to set up rival 


He asserted “the burden of 
proof” now is on European nations 
“to certify that they are at least 
willing to come half way in formu- 
lating the postwar international 
organization.” 


Vandenberg’s Proposal. 


Senator Vandenberg’ (Rep.), 
Michigan, also declined comment. 
It was he who started the foreign 
relations debate in the Senate yes- 
terday by proposing an immediate 
United Nations agreement to de- 
militarize Germany and Japan and 
give the President full authority 
to guarantee this with arms. 

Vandenberg was at the White 
House today. Others who par- 
ticipated in the conference were 
Senators George of Georgia and 
Thomas of Utah, Democrats; Aus- 
tin (Rep.), Vermont, and La Fol- 
lette (Prog.), Wisconsin. Vanden- 
berg has said the next move is 
up to the President. 


It was Vandenberg’s contention 
that Russia and Britain were be- 
ing impelled, by a fear that Ger- 
many might re-arm in the future, 
into making separate protective 
deals before a world peace organ- 
ization could be formed. 

He argued that an American 
pledge for speedy action to keep 
the Axis disarmed would remove 
the need for such unilateral agree- 
ments; he said where such agree- 
ments are made, they be subjected 
to review later by the world peace’ 
organization. 

Connally told a reporter that 
while he is certain the Allies are 
united on their intent to keep 
Germany and Japan militarily im- 
potent, he feels this question

JAPAN’S ATTEMPT TO STIR

HOT SPRINGS, Va., 
Jan. 11, (AP). 


APAN’S attempt to stir up 

Asia to a hatred of the white 

race has failed, the 160 Far 
Eastern experts meeting here 
in an Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions conference learned from 
delegates from China, Thailand, 
Burma and India. 

The Indian delegate said his 
nation is entirely anti-Japanese, 
although previous to the war 
he felt that Japanese radio 
broadcasts preaching “Asia for 
the Asiatics” had had some ef- 
fect throughout Asia. “But,” he 
said, “since her attack she has 
been losing psychological 
ground steadily.” 

Chinese, Burmese and Thai- 
land speakers corroborated the 
Indian, the Burmese Welegates 
saying “Japan’s propaganda has 
spent its torce.” 

A Philippine delegate stated 
that the attitude of the United 
States toward his country was f 
the most effective weapon now 
at hand to combat Japanese 
propaganda, “There is need,” he 
said, “for much more such con- 
crete actions rather than for 
more pronouncements.” 

His statement was a pointed 
reference to the demands of the 
Indian delegation here for rec- 
ognition by the rest of the 
world of their battle for inde- 
pendence from Great Britain, 
whose promises of independence 
after the war are considered 
empty by Mme. Vijaya Pandit, 
the leader of her nation’s repre- 
sentatives here.

For a Modernized Congress 


Of the many men who have learned our gov- 
ernment in the school of experience and should 
be useful counsellors on the better functioning 
of our instruments of national control, there 
are few who equal James F. Byrnes in personal 
knowledge of the legislative, the judicial and the 
executive departments. 

He has, therefore, performed a real public 
service in showing how Congress can be recon- 
verted from its present concentration on con- 
stituents and cumbersome committees, to a really 


‘efficient co-ordinate branch of the Federal Gov- 


ernment. His views are presented in the Mirror 
of Public Opinion on this page today. 

Mr. Byrnes disagrees with the criticism of the 
intelligence or patriotism of Congress. Rather, 
he feels that ‘“‘the Congress falls too far short 
of being the sum of all its parts’—the trouble 
isn’t with the individual Congressman, it’s with 
Congress as a clumsy, slow-moving machine. 

To bring it to the true co-ordinate rank he pro- 
poses five changes: adequate staff assistance for 
the individual member, together with better pay; 
thorough revision of the committee system, re- 
ducing the number in each house to 10 or 12, 
and making their chairmen a “Congressional 
Cabinet,” to meet with the President; a perma- 
nent staff of trained career men to research for 
and advise the committees; better appropriation 
proceduré; and the proposal for questioning 
Cabinet members on the floor of the House. 

Of his five major recommendations, that which 
would benefit Congress the most, in our opinion, 
is the complete reorganization of the committee 
system. As Mr. Byrnes points out, both houses 
function through committees excessive in num- 
ber, overlapping in coverage and cumbersome 
in operation. Were the number in each house 
reduced to 10 or 12, as he urges, and the indis- 
pensable tool of trained staff provided, Congress 
could probably amend its slow and slipshod ways. 
Woodrow Wilson, in his “Congressional Govern- 
ment,” published in 1884, pointed out this flaw, 
which is even more grievous now than then. 
This reform cannot be made too soon. 

The nation, probably, would benefit the most 
from the ex-Justice’s companion idea that the 
chairmen of these 20 committees “should con- 
stitute a Congressional Cabinet to meet with 
the President, thus promoting a closer relation- 
ship between the White House and Capitol Hill.” 
Here would be a major move toward bridging 
the gap on Pennsylvania avenue. Also it would 
be a move toward the British parliamentary sys- 
tem—perhaps as large a one as our mores 
justify. It would go far toward making a team 
out of executive and legislative departments. 

The individual legislator needs, as Mr. Byrnes 
says, adequate staff gssistance, to take off his 
neck some of the constituent service which now 
“make it almost impossible for a Senator or 
Congressman to find the time necessary to at- 
tend to his legislative duties.” Added to this 
help for the member as individual, the legisla- 
tive coNectivity must be implemented with the 
tool of research performed by a permanent staff 
of trained career men of good minds and judg- 
ments to aid the committees. 

Better. pay would in the long run improve 
the caliber of the national legislators, just as 
would the sense of accomplishment and personal 
dignity that would come from a more resultiul 
functioning of the legislative mill. 

Irrespective of the details of the Byrnes pro- 
gram, the fact that he would articulate it should 
indicate the importance of Congressional reform. 
It is greatly to be hoped that the spirit manifest 
in the last three Congresses, that now is the 
time to modernize, will be catalyzed into action.

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Four Out of Five—Internationalist 

There were many groups and individuals who 
made it their 1944 business to provide the elec- 
torate with a black list of isolationists. The 
fruits of their work are already ripening in 
Washington, particularly in the stronger interna- 
tional flavor of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. 

Democrats Reynolds, Gillette and Clark, globe- 
dodgers all, are absent. Their replacements are 
administration supporters Lucas, Hatch and 
Hill, two of them recruits from the famous B2H2 
team that wants an even stronger international 
organization than the one blueprinted at Dum- 
barton Oaks. 

The Republicans didn't do so well in selecting 
successors to Gerald Nye and “Puddler Jim” 
Davis. Wiley of Wisconsin, new to the commit- 
tee, is an isolationist, although less vocal and 
virulent than Nye. Senator Bridges, an anti- 
administration gadfly on most matters, is at least 
an internationalist, although there is a question 
whether he will support administration plans for 
a strong world security organization. 

With no Wheeler or McCarran from the De- 
mocratic party, and only a Wiley added from 
the ranks of the Republicans, the Senate clearing 
house for this year’s momentous foreign policy 
decisions should function smoothly. This is 
the body that will first review the treaty to 
grow out of Dumbarton Oaks, the second treaty 
for establishing quota police forces, the resolu- 
tion for setting up the office of American dele- 
gate to the proposed security council. There 
are still isolationists and fence-sitters on hand, 
but they are not as strong as the Lodge-Borah- 
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Reed-Johnson combination of 1919. This time 
committee “reservationists” will be outnumbered 
and out-voted. 
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A Disappointing Assembly Start 

Even more swiftly than before, Representative 
Lahey of St. Louis has been slapped down in 
his renewed attempt to obtain an investigation 
of the small-loan lobby’s political activities. 
There was fresh evidence in urgent need of ex- 
amination, including reports of a mysterious en- 
velope alleged to contain $18,000 and said to 
have been delivered in Jefferson City. The curt 
rebuff that Lahey received indicates the kind 
of atmosphere that has developed in the new 
General Assembly only a few days after it con- 
vened. 

“Cheap and puerile politics” is the phrase 
used by the State political correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch to describe the tactics of both par- 
ties. Moves to eliminate the secrecy of com- 
mittee hearings, where legislation is done to 
death and lobbyists use their power, have been 
stifled. Relief measures have become the foot- 
ball of unseemly scrambles for partisan ad- 
vantage. Abominable legislative records have 
been made under Democratic control and di- 
vided control, but the widespread hopes that 
Republican control, for the first time in 24 years, 
would profit by the lessons of the past are being 
disappointed. 

This is one of the most important legislative 
sessions in many years. This year, if ever, Mis- 
souri needs legislators who will put the people’s 
welfare ahead of politics and the claims of spe- 
cial interests. On the showing thus far, how- 
ever, such legislators are not in the majority. 
If they are, the shameful exhibition to date 
should stimulate conscientious members to re- 
pudiate the machinations of their partisan- 
minded colleagues, and to insist that the Legis- 


lature be run on decent lines.

Welcome! 

This newspaper warmly welcomes the St. Louis 
Committee for MVA, formed yesterday to spon- 
sor the cause of a Missouri Valley Authority.

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Back to Luzon 

When the Japs in December, 1941, made their 
major attack that led to the conquest of the 
Philippines, they landed men from a fleet of 
100 vessels on the coast of the Lingayen Gulf, 
north of Manila. So meager were the American 
and Filipino forces, so completely were they cut 
off from supplies, that this body of enemy troops, 
together with men landed south of Manila soon 
after, was sufficient to capture the Philippine 
capital in 10 days and to overwhelm the defend- 
ers in their last stand at Bataan and Corregidor 
a few months later. 

This time, the invasfon on the same beaches 
is a different story. Gen. MacArthur's armada, 
in the latest daring sweep of Philippine libera- 
tion, contained 800 instead of 100 vessels. This 
power is needed, for undoubtedly MacArthur 
faces a bigger job than that of the Japanese 
three years ago. The enemy is well intrenched, 
and has shown at every stage a savage disposi- 
tion to fight to the finish. If his supply lines 
to Japan are indeed broken by American air and 
naval power, another phase of Philippine war 
history will repeat itself, but there can be no 
discounting the fact that furious battles are to 
come before the Stars and Stripes again wave 
over Bataan and Corregidor. 
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A Municipal Omelet 

Last August, the Director of Public Utilities 
asserted that the municipal water system was 
burdened with costly free services to other city 
departments. Now a Comptroller’s investigator 
issues a report detailing free services to the 
Water Department and concluding that the de- 
partment has benefited more than it has been 
penalized in such exchanges. 

Why are such investigations necessary? How 
can the question arise? The City Charter plainly 
—and rightfully—calls for segregating Water 
Department accounts from other municipal oper- 
ations. Literally construed—and it should be 
construed literally—that clause requires inter- 
departmental billing for every service given and 
received. 

But interdepartmental billing is incomplete in 
very important respects. The city, for example, 
is not billed for water used in fire protection 
or for the carrying charges on the part of the 
system devoted to that purpose. On the other 
side, the city bills the department nothing at 
all in lieu of the taxes which a privately owned 
system would pay. 

Thus the city has departed from the strict 
letter of the Chartergsperhaps in the hope that 
unbilled gifts and receipts will somehow come 
out even. Legal or not, that is bad practice, for 
it creates a perennial doubt. Unless there is an 
accidental balance, either taxpayers or water 
consumers are being penalized for the benefit 
of the other; taxpayers are subsidizing water 
rates or water users aré carrying part of the 
load that should fall on taxpayers. It does make 
a difference, for heavy taxpayers.may be small 
water consumers, and vice versa. 

As nearly as engineering and accounting sci- 
ence can reasonably determine it, the people 
should know at the end of each fiscal period 
exactly how the municipal utility stands, so that 
they may take the measure of its efficiency and 
economy. That protracted special investigations 
are now required is clearest evidence that we 
do not have that knowledge. The city govern- 
ment should unscramble this omelet forthwith, 
and keep it unscrambled hereafter.

Our system of representative government 
cannot function properly without a strong, 
vital, efficient, well-informed and vigilant 
Congress, Writing not as a public official, 
but as a citizen, | venture some comments 
based on my 25 years’ experience in the 
House and Senate. 


I disagree with those critics who believe 
Congress lacking in intelligence or pa- 
triotism. But there is opportunity for re- 
form of the legislative machinery just as 
in the executive and judicial branches, 


Here are some of the ways in which I 
feel that Congress can be streamlined and 
its efficiency increased: 


1. The individual Senator and Congress- 
man should be given adequate staff as- 
sistance to allow him more time for legis- 
lation, and should be. better paid in ac- 
cordance with his heavier modern du- 
ties. 


Revise Committee System 


2. The entire committee system should 
be revised in accordance with present 
needs. The number of congressional com- 
mittees should be reduced. Chairman of 
committees should constitute a Congres- 
sional Cabinet to meet with the President, 
thereby promoting a closer relationship 
between White House and Capitol Hill, 


This would permit an allocation and 
concentration of responsibility which 
would bring out existing qualities of lead- 
ership in both houses, and promote both 
a stronger and closer relationship with 
the White House, 

3. A permanent staff of trained career 
men should be built up to aid and advise 
the committees on legislation. 


4. An improved procedure should be 
devised for handling and chécking on ap- 
propriations of funds. 

5. For the better information of the 
legislators, members of the Cabinet 
should be authorized to appear on the 
floor of Congress on invitation to answer 
questions. 


? 

Many factors have contributed to the 
lessened influence of Congress. When, in 
1911, the House increased its membership 
from 387 to 435, its effectiveness was im- 
paired and its power lessened, Legislation 
can be enacted only as a result of debate 
and compromise, and obviously it is more 
difficult to secure an agreement of 435 men 
than it is of 387 men. 


Congressmen and Constituents 


The steady transfer to the Federal Gov- 
ernment of powers previously exercised by 
the states has in fact lessened the influ- 
ence of Congressmen as legislators. It so 
increased the demands made by citizens 
upon the national legislators as to make it 
almost impossible for a Senator or Con- 
gressman to attend to his legislative duties, 


The people of a Congressional District 
have come to look upon a Congressman— 
not as their Representative in Congress, but 
as their representative in Washington. The 
average man who has business with the 
executive departments calls upon the Sena- 
tor or the Congressman to attend to his 
business with the Government. 3 

So, if you think the trouble with Con- 
gress is that Congressmen do not devote 
enough time to legislative problems, the an- 
swer is that the people who elect men to 
serve in the Congress then work diligently 
to keep them from doing what they were 
elected to do. 

The appropriations for the staff of a Sen- 
ator or Congressman should permit the em- 


ployment of one person at a salary of at 
least $6000 to enable the legislator to se 
cure someone to help look after the busi- 
ness of constituents with departments, 


Senators and Congressmen should receive 
higher salaries. The Washington representa- 
tives of labor, farm, and business organiza- 
tions as a rule receive higher salaries than 

the Senators and Con- 

gressmen and have 

expense accounts. 

With the end of wage 

control, Congressmen 

should promptly in- 

crease the salaries of 

Senators and Con- 

gressmen “from $10,- 

000 to $15,000 a year. 

Congress is criti- 

cised for being sub- 

servient to the execu- 

tive because of the 

desire for patronage.

Washington for their 

constituents. Since the postmasters and 

practically all other employes have been 

placed under civil service, the idea that 
patronage controls Congress is a myth. 


Congress really legislates in committee 
rooms. Committees, in most instances, hold 
the power of life or death over proposed 
laws, 

No one will seriously attempt to justify 
the number of committees in Senate and 
House, The Senate has 33 permanent com- 
mittees; some meet only once or twice in 
a session; some Senators are on so many 
committees that they can’t name all, of 
them, The House has 45 committees. In 
both, the fate of a bill may depend upon 
the particular composition of a particular 
committee. 


Cut Number of Committees 


The number of committees in each House 
could be reduced to 10—certainly not more 
than 12. The jurisdiction of a committee 
should correspond to the jurisdiction of the 
executive departments, 


In the House, the Committees on Foreign 
Affairs and Agriculture should be contin- 
ueti with their present jurisdictions. 


The Ways and Means Committee should 
absorb the work of the Committees on 
Banking and Currency, and on Coinage, 
Weights, and Measures. 


A Committee on National Defense could 
combine the work of the Committees on 
Military and Naval Affairs, as well as Pen- 
sions, World War Legislation, Invalid Pen- 
sions, and War Claims. 


The Committees on Immigration and Nat- 
uralization and on the Revision of the Laws 
could be abolished and their functions con- 
ferred upon the Judiciary Committee. 


A Committee on Commerce could take 
over matters now referred to the groups on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce, Mer- 
chant Marine, Patents, and the Census. A 
Committee on Labor and Public Welfare 
could well handle matters on education and 
social security. 

A Committee on Interior and Public 
Works should take over jurisdiction on 
Public Lands, Mines and Mining, Irriga- 
tion, Indian Affairs, Insular Affairs, Terri- 
tories, Public Buildings and Grounds, Riv- 
ers and Harbors, and Flood Control. 

The Postoffice and Post Roads Commit- 
tee should take over the Committee on 
Roads. 

The committees of the Senate, of course, 
should be reorganized along the same lines.

It is better to have the entire member- 
ship on 10 committees that consider all 
legislation than to have, as at present, half 
the membership on 10 committees that con- 
sider important bills and the other half on 
33 other committees that seldom get @ 
chance at significant legislation. 


Should Meet With President 


In both houses the majority party now 
has steering committees which seldom 
meet and never steer, They should be abol- 
ished, and the 10 committee chairmen 
should constitute a steering committee 
to meet regularly with the majority leader. 


The steering committees of the two 
houses should meet with the President at 
least once a month. If at stated intervals 
the President met with. this Congressional 
Cabinet, it should eliminate much of the 
friction between the legislative and execu- 
tive branches of the Government. 


The Congress needs more, not less, lead- 
ership, Neither House is so organized that 
its leaders can speak or act for the House 
as a whole. And until the Congress does 
so organize itself, it is very unfair to the 
executive branch to put upon it all the 
blame for the lack of better co-operation. 


Each House now has an Office of Legis- 
lative Counsel. No important bill is report- 
ed without a representative of this draft- 
ing service assisting the committee. Con- 
gress has a Legislative Reference Service 
with a number of very efficient men en- 
gaged in research work. It should have an 
office on each side of the Capitol. The per- 
sonnel should include outstanding econ- 
omists, career men, who would make studies 
of the subjects and could advise commit- 
tee members. 

The Appropriations Committees of the 
two Houses are divided into many sub 
committees having charge of the appropria- 
tions for the various departments. 

The House Appropriations Committee's 
Chief Clerk, Marcus C. Shield, the best- 
informed man at the Capitol as to the busi- 
ness of government, and Everard Smith 
of Senate Appropriations, could organize 
one staff to serve the Appropriations Com- 
mittee of House and Senate, check the 
manner in which the appropriations are ex- 
pended. This would be an effective way 
to control the purse strings. 


Kefauver Plan Approved 


An innovation is being urged by Con- 
gressman Kefauver of Tennessee, who 
wants Cabinet members to appear on the 
floor of the House and 8 e upon the in- 
vitation of committees. I nk it would be 
wise to give to Cabingt members the priv- 
ilege of the floor. 

Written questions would be submitted by 
the committee, with provision for some oral 
questions. If the Secretary deemed the ques- 
tion irrelevant or of such character that 
it should not be answered as a matter 
of public policy, he could decline to answer. 

Seldom can individuals function as a 
group with the same efficiency and re 
sponsibility that they function with as in- 
dividuals, But group responsibility is es- 
sential in a democracy. The trouble is not 
with our Congressmen but with the Con- 
gress. The Congress falls too far short of 
being the sum of all its parts. To work to 
gether responsibly the Congress must be 
better organized and better staffed.

LTHOUGH the President spoke only in the most cautious gen-

Hitherto, the guiding rule of our 


diplomacy has been to use our influence to postpone the exercise 
of political responsibility until after the war is over. 


A very large part of our present 
difficulties may be traced to the 
policy of reiterating high prin- 
ciples and of postponing the set- 
tiement of concrete issues, The 
President admitted concern about 
the Greek and Polish situations: 
the one certain thing about both 
of them is that it was impossible 
to postpone until after the war the 
concrete issues which they pose. 


Why They Were Unilateral. 


Decisions had to be taken. 
Greece had to have a provisional 
government from the day of liber- 
ation. Poland and the _ Soviet 
Union had to be allies 
to conclude the war against Ger- 
many. The Russians, who have 
military responsibility in eastern 
Europe, and the British, who have 
it in the eastern Mediterranean, 
had to decide, even if they decided 
wrongly 

Our effort

cisions which these necessities 
presented has inevitably meant 
that we did not participate in the | 
decisions, and that, therefore, they | 
became “unilateral.” What is more, | 
they became embittered. For the 
effect of our urging postponement 
in the name of high principles has 
been to encourage the irreconcil- 
able extremists and to nullify our 
own influence in favor of modera- 
tion and iesonsinn Thus the 
more we preached high principles

Recent Greek History.

In Greece, for example, the rele- 
vant principle of the Atlantic | 
Charter is that “they respect the | 
right of all peoples to choose the, 
form of government under which | 
they will live.” Now the fact of the | 
matter is that for 25 years the, 
Greek nation has been divided and 
has had no form of government 
which united the people. 

Thus in 1917, Constantine, a 
brother-in-law of the Kaiser, was 
King of Greece. He was oOver- 
thrown and dethroned by Veni- 
zelos, and his son, Alexander, be- 
came King. Alexander died in| 
1919, Venizelos was defeated in| 
the elections, and Constantine re- | 
turned to the throne. In 1922, Con- 
stantine was again dethroned, and 
his eldest son, George II, succeed- 
ed him. In 1924 George II was 
driven into exile, and Greece be- 
came a republic, The republic was | 
overthrown by Gen. Pangalos. In)! 
1927, Pangalos was overthrown | 
and imprisoned Elections took |

jlicans and Royalists were evenly 
| balanced, From about 1928 to 
'1935, there was a constitutional re- 
‘public. After the 1935 elections, 
‘there was a monarchist revolt 
‘which led to plebiscites recalling 
ithe exiled King George II, Shortly 
i'thereafter, in 1936, Gen. Metaxas 
set up a Fascist dictatorship. The 
‘underground resistance to this dic- 
tatorship was the nucleus of the 
E. A. M., which the British armed 
in order to resist the Germans and 
then got into conflict with, first 
in Egypt and later in Athens. 


No Moral Code. 


In the light of this history can 
‘anyone really think that the prin- 
‘ciples of the Atlantic Charter pro- 
vide any clear guide to the prob- 
lem of how to constitute a Greek 
provisional government? We may 
think what we like about the wis- 


‘dom of Mr. Churchill's handling of 


the situation, But the one thing 
we cannot think is that he or we, 
or Solomon in his wisdom, ‘could 
have found in the Atlantic Char- 
ter the rule or the principle of a 
better handling. 

If that is so, then we do a pro- 
found disservice to morals when 
we talk as if there were a moral 
code which coyers the Greek sit- 
uation, and that this code has been 
violated. For the truth is that we 
do not have a moral code which 
covers the Greek aituation, The 
code we do have, namely, the 
charter, applies to nationg which 
have a government that they want, 
and is designed to prevent 
them from being deprived of that 
government. But when they do 
not yet have a government they 


\want, and have been in a state of 


chronic civil war for 25 years, our 
code does not tell us what we 
must do about it. 


What We Can Do. 


What then is our proper course? 
We could say that Greece is be- 
yond the range of our political 
responsibility as it is outside the 
sphere of our military responsi- 
bilities, and then hope that the 
British and the Greeks will work 
out some tolerable arrangement. 
Or we can accept responsibility, 
join with the British, the various 
Greek factions, and the French, 
accept some agreed arrangement, 
perhaps even promote a general 
Mediterranean peace, and then 
support it. The one thing we can- 
not do is to sit on the side lines 
and proclaim high but inapplica- 
ble principles through a_loud- 
speaker. 

If the President’s message means 
that he is now prepared to settle 
concrete political issues, then 
there is now a good hope that a 
provisional United Nations Council 
can be established. As long as our 
policy was to postpone the issues 
that such a council would decide, 


it was useless to propose a council, 


Hit now that the President seems 
willing to face the concrete issues, 
it should become possible to make 
a beginning.

it prescribes the spending, for war and peace, of some 83 billions of 


dollars. 


On pages 581 to 600, the De- 
partment of State puts in its re- 
quest for $75,213,400, including an 
increase of $28,462,812 over the 
fiscal year 1945. The increase is 
to provide for Secretary of State 


Stettinius’ program of expansion | 


and modernization of a depart- 
ment that has limped along about 
a hundred years’ behind the 
times. , 

That has been one of the 
strange contrasts of our era, The 
Department of State is, in effect, 
the department of peace. Its first 
objective is to maintain good re- 
lations with the other 
the world. 

Yet year after year, Congress 
has treated it like a stepchild. In 
the light of this record of miser- 
liness, I imagine Stettinius hesi- 
tated about asking for even as 
much as that $28,000,000 increase. 


Will It Be Enough? 


The increase will go mainly to 
expand the foreign service in the 
field and to build up the depart- 
ment’s information service both at 
home and abroad. Only a small 
amount will be available to add to 
the permanent force at .work in 
Washington. 

There is a real question, if a 
thorough job of modernization is 
to be done, whether the additional 
amount requested will be ade- 
quate. Recently I have been giv- 
en a worm’s eye view of the de- 
partment by those who have been 


working under great handicaps in | 


a horse and buggy atmosphere. 

Officials have been handicapped 
by a lack of stenographic help to 
do routine work. The filing system 
is sO antiquated as to seem ludi- 
erous to anyone familiar with 
modern business techniques.

Carl Milles, noted Swedish 
sculptor who designed the foun- 
tain for Aloe Plaza opposite Union 
Station, is not favorably impressed 
with the City Plan Commission’s 
tentative postwar proposal for 
linking Aloe and Memorial plazas 
with a continuous line of public 
buildings on the south side of 
Market street 

Writing to one of his former 
students, Mrs. Rostyslav S. Kom- 
arnitsky, 4969 Pershing avenue, 
Milles objected to “such heavy 
buildings all the way.” Mrs. Kom- 
arnitsky had sent him a copy of 
the Dec. 3 issues of Pictures, the 
Post-Dispatch rotogravure supple- 
ment which contained a page of 
illustrations of the suggested de- 
velopment. 

“I proposed once,” Milles wrote, 
“that they should learn from 
Paris, Marseilles, London, Munich, 
for example, to use loggias as on 
the Rue de Rivoli, in Paris, to 
unite the whole and afford people 
a sheltered walk during the hot 
days as well as in rain. The Rue 
de Rivoli is wonderful and they 
have the same system in Florence, 
Rome, etc., and the buildings look 
so much less heavy. 

“Please talk with the good peo- 
ple of St. Louis and urge upon 
them the example of the French 
architect Hausmann to whom Na- 
poleon III gave orders to clean up 
Paris and design it so that people 
can really enjoy street life and 
walking. T wish I could help to 
persuade them to do that,” the let-

But withdraw the stick, and the other 1000 sheep following the 
leader will also jump at that same spot, even though there is 
no reason, They simply imitate the one ahead, without asking

She 
asks “Why?” and doesn’t blindly follow the bellwethers of 
1870. I have met youths of 17 or 18 who were senile in their 
psychology because they had closed minds and were parroting 
the ideas of others without asking “Why?” To be eternally 
youthful, in your mental outlook, therefore, encourage a chal- 
lenging state of mind and stick to logic,

ECAUSE it’s cold and gloomy 
Bana not so pleasant underfoot 

is no reason for getting in a 
rut and having no bright ideas 
about food in January. It is true 
the grocer doesn’t have such a 
brilliant or profuse display of 
fruits and vegetables, but under 
the rusty and somber coats of 
many that he does have lies food 
that can be just as exciting and 
appealing as its more flashy rela- 
tives. ake the dull green or 
rusty coated pears home and let 
them stand at room temperatures 
a few days. When you peel them 
you'll find one of the most delight- 
ful of fruits, creamy white flesh 
literally dripping with luscious 
juice and so downright good it 
will be hard to keep from eating 
all of them right on the spot. 
They will make exquisite salad 
and there are several ways of 
stepping up the color. 


Some sliced seedless oranges 
will add a rich gold color. If 
your oranges won't slice, squeeze 
the juice to make an aspic in 
which to suspend your thinly 
sliced pears, There is not much 
red around at this season, but 
there are the ever-present mara- 
schino cherries which always do 
wonders to beautify any fruit 
salad. And the jewel-like cells of 
those leathery coated pomegran- 
ates disposed over the fruit will 
make a salad look like it is stud- 
ded with rubies. 


Fruit Salad With Apple Cream 
Topping. 

Two tart apples (Jonathans), 
two tablespoons lemon juice, one 
cup sour cream, one teaspoon 
sugar, dash salt, two medium 
Oranges, two pears, lettuce, four 
maraschino cherries. 

Quarter and core apples, then 
grate fine into a small bowl. 
Sprinkle with lemon juice as the 
apple is being grated to prevent 
darkening. Mix with sour cream, 
sugar and salt and place in re- 
frigerator covered until ready for 
use, When ready to prepare sal- 
ad, peel and slice oranges, cut 
pears in quarters and remove 
cores. Arrange lettuce leaves in 
large bowl or individual salad 
plates. Place pears and oranges in 
an attractive way on lettuce with a 
maraschino cherry in hollowed- 
out core of pear. Serve sour- 
cream, apple dressing in separate 
bowl or poured generously over 
each salad. Serves four.

Place cubes in the bottom of a 
buttered four-cup casserole, Sprin- 
kle one-half cup raisins over 
toasted cubes. Scald two cups 
milk with one-fourth teaspoon 
salt, three tablespoons butter and 
one-third cup honey. Stir hot mix- 
ture into two slightly beaten eggs; 
mix well and pour over bread 
cubes and raisins. Bake in a shal- 
low pan of hot water in a mod- 
erately slow oven (325 degrees F.) 
for about 30 minutes or until a 
knife inserted in center comes out 
clean, Cool and serve, Serve milk

HE instructions issued by the Army and the Navy in con- 
T nection with the wearing of decorations, medals, badges 

and ribbons, made it quite clear that no one has any right 
to wear any of these except the persons to whom they have 
been awarded. And even for these there are customary rules 
as to how and when they should be worn. On occasions, the 
evidence of unthinking servicemen as well as unknowing girls, 
is sent me, as in this letter today: “A girl in our office came to 
work the other day with a service ribbon of her fiance dis- 
played on her jacket. We were rather shocked to see her wear 
it, but she said not to worry, that he had sent it asking her to.” 


The only military ornamentation belonging to someone in 
the service that may correctly be worn by a civilian, is a minia- 
ture of his Army or Naval insignia or the small blue service 
star on a red-bordered white field representing the absence of 
son, husband, father, brother or fiance in the Armed Forces. 
Any medal sent home should be put away carefully for his 
(or her) refurn. When a medal is awarded posthumously, it is 
framed with a photograph or put in other suitable frame or 
case, but it may not be worn by anyone—ever,

On Causes Of 


Sore Throat

r4 ORE THROAT” is a house- 

S hold diagnosis which covers 
a multitude of things. 

All common colds are divided 
into three parts—nose, throat and 
bronchi, Sometimes just one is in- 
volved at a time, Sometimes every- 
thing is involved—there is run- 
ning from the nose, sore throat 
and difficult swallowing and tight- 
ness in the chest and coughing. 
Sometimes the whole thing starts 
in the nose, works down to the 
throat, and lands in the chest. 

Most often it starts in the throat 
and works both directions—that.is 
one kind of sore throat. If you look 
in such a throat you see a red 
palate with little yellowish, glis- 
tening spots scattered over it — 
follicular pharyngitis. 

Another sind of sore throat is 
acute tonsilitis. That is a strictly 
throat affair—and a good thing, 
too, because if the same amount of 
trouble as is kicked up in the 
throat by a pair of acute tonsils 
were to spread to the nose and 
chest it would be early Christian 
torture, 

Then, whenever a sore throat 
turns up, especially if the prostra- 
tion is out of proportion to the 
fever or soreness, one has to think 
of diphtheria and make an imme- 
diate throat culture. 

The strep throat is somewhere 
in between all of these, It may 
have a membrane on the pharynx 
that looks like diphtheria; ia may 
involve the tonsils almost exclu- 
Sively. It is certainly prostrating 
and makes you good and sick. 

* 


THE STREPTOCOCCUS is a 
fine, round little germ that grows 
in the form of chains” There are 
many varieties of it—one causes 
erysipelas, and one scarlet fever. 
Other varieties are responsible for 
puerperal fever and forms of 
acute heart disease. The kind you 
have in the pharynx in a “strep 
sore throat” may be any of these, 
so it is best not to treat it with 
contempt. Select rather one of the 
sulfa drugs. It can be identified 
and differentiated from  diph- 
theria by a throat culture. 

We are surrounded by strepto- 
cocci all the time and carry some 
around in our mouth cavities and 
noses. But we are used to them and 
have developed immunity to them 
and they give us no bother. It is 
when we get an overwhelming 
dose of a strange variety that we 
are in danger of coming down with 
strep sore throat. 

Many epidemics have been 
traced to infected milk, the milk 
being just loaded with colonies of 
streptococci which come maybe 
from some food handler—dairy 
man, milk Man, waitress, cook. 
You may get on a street car ora 
bus, or go to a movie and sit next 
to someone who is just coming 
down with a fine case of it and 
breathing out gobs of strepto- 
cocci in all directions. They are 
very contagious and tend to go in 
epidemics, 

wy 

I DON’T WANT TO scare any- 
body by all this, There is really 
no way to avoid it. Certainly the 
worst thing is to withdraw your- 
self from life and refuse to go on 
busses or to the movies. The best 
thing is to mingle freely with 
everybody and develop immunity 
to all varieties of strep. Take me, 
who have for more years than I 
want to tell jammed into crowds 
and movie houses from Oregon to 
Russia. I don’t suppose it would 
be possible to give me a strep sore 
throat. Knock on wood. 

But the serious dangers that 
used to accompany a strep sore 
throat are pushed into the back- 
ground now that we have the sulfa 
drugs to treat such conditions 
with. These chemicals are espe- 
cially deadly to streptococci. In 


fact, in the first period of their 
‘use they were supposed to be ef- 


fective only against streptococci. 
Now we have found they are use 
Giv- 
en in adequate dosage they knock 
out a strep sore throat and stop 
the dangers of complications in 
about 48 hours. There are’ two 
now—sulfadiazine and sulfamera- 
zine—that are highly effective 
against streptococci and produce 
almost no disagreeable toxic symp- 
toms in the patient.

Thus, it required no great omnis- 
cience to guess that South, who 
must be short in both minors, 
would be able to discard the club 
losers if he were given the chance, 
Since a double under the circum- 
stances would have called for the 
lead of a suit bid by North-South, 
and since West could not have 
found any reason to open a spade 
or a heart, the club lead would 
have been virtually marked. 


This leaves us little space for 
the North-South bidding, but we 
don’t need much!
